"Next year I'm going to China as some friends have 
invited me. The wife is one of the governors of a big 
English school in Shanghai. They want me to do a 
show for the kids in the day and another at the Con¬ 
sulate in the evening for all the big wigs.

Government windfall totalling 
£77kwill help prevent floods 


AN ambitious proposal to help prevent flood¬ 
ing in Somerset was launched by county 
councillors last week and, in a separate an¬ 
nouncement, more than half a million pounds 
could be returned to council budgets to pro¬ 
tect some key frontline services. 

The news follows a last minute government 
funding windfall of more than £770,000, an¬ 
nounced as the council’s own budget was 
being finalised. 

The extra cash would fund a proposal to 
come to full council to set aside a total of 
£200,000 for landowners and residents to 
help them in clearing their roadside gullies 
and ditches affected by floods through grants. 
Funding would also be used to monitor the 
grants so that essential work is prioritised. 

Cabinet member Councillor Harvey Siggs 
said: “This is an important step to try and 
tackle flooding issues with all the problems 
and damage that was caused. Many people, 


MORE carers in Somerset are to benefit from 
much-valued support with the recent launch 
of Compass Carers. 

Delivered by Compass Disability and funded 
by Somerset County Council and NHS Somer¬ 
set, the service aims to work with carers to find 
ways for them to improve their own well-being 
and help them have a life outside caring. 

It is thought that only a fraction of people in 
a caring role consider themselves to be carers 
and seek the support that's available. Compass 
Carers will be working to ensure that more 
people who provide unpaid care access the 
help they are entitled to. 

Councillor Christine Lawrence, cabinet mem¬ 
ber for health and adult social care, said:"lf you 
give up your time, without pay, to look after a 
family member, friend or a neighbour who is ill, 
frail or has a disability, then you are a carer. 

"We know of around 6,000 carers in Somerset 
who provide varying levels of support for 


including landowners, do not realise that they 
are responsible for clearing gullies and 
ditches on their own property or land, it is not 
down to the council. But we are very aware 
of the tough financial times we are living in, 
and we have set up this flood prevention 
budget to help people out where we can.” 

In a separate move, councillors also voted 
on proposals to spend more than half a mil¬ 
lion pounds of this windfall on frontline serv¬ 
ices. The new proposals would see free 
transport for excluded school pupils continue, 
along with free transport for children with 
special needs. 

In addition, over £100,000 will be dedicated 
to continuing dementia support, £60,000 
given back to children’s centres and £100,000 
set aside to take into account the increased 
costs of providing homecare services in more 
rural areas of the county. 

Two of the biggest cash sums would be put 


someone who could not otherwise manage 
without that support. However, we think that 
there may be over 50,000 carers within Somer¬ 
set and we want to make sure they are aware 
of the services available to support them, or 
how they can access these services." 

The new service includes carers support 
workers, who work with carers on a one-to-one 
basis to provide local information about serv¬ 
ices, voluntary groups and carer support 
groups, 

practical advice on how to organise respite 
breaks, information on financial assistance or 
training providers to help them achieve their 
career goals, emotional support, training in 
practical tasks of caring and having a life out¬ 
side their caring role. 

It will also develop a support network of vol¬ 
unteers - experienced carers who can offer 
some help with household tasks or a friendly 
chat over a cup of tea. 


back into budgets for support to raise 
achievements in schools and early years 
(£150,000), and learning disability services 
(£100,000). This gives the county council 
more time to consult and reconfigure services 
to ensure they meet customers’ needs. 

John Osman, leader of Somerset County 
Council, said: “On the day full council meets 
to approve next year’s budget, I am delighted 
to announce some last minute changes that 
will benefit thousands of residents across the 
county. 

“This £770,000 windfall will enable us to 
help prevent our county against future floods, 
save transport for children with special edu¬ 
cational needs and provide a fairer homecare 
service for our most vulnerable.” 

Details of how landowners and residents 
can apply for grant funding to help them clear 
their roadside gullies will be released shortly. 


Richard Pitman, chief executive of Compass 
Disability Services, said: "One of the key chal¬ 
lenges facing Compass Carers is reaching those 
people that do an amazing job, but don't see 
themselves as a carer. They see themselves as 
a husband or wife, son or daughter, friend or 
neighbour. 

"We need to ensure that all people who un¬ 
dertake unpaid caring responsibilities, includ¬ 
ing those who do not recognise or choose to 
identify themselves as carers, are made aware 
of the services provided by the Compass Carers' 
team. 

"Caring for another person can be a lonely 
and stressful experience. If you need support 
and advice or just someone to talk to, please 
ring us on 01823 255911 and we will discuss 
what is concerning you and help you find the 
best way forward."

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Local mother campaigning for 
life-saving equipment in schools 

WITH the cardiac charity SADS UK urging the govern¬ 
ment to pass a law to ensure all schools have defibrilla¬ 
tors in place, a local mum is taking the situation in hand 
and fundraising for the life-saving equipment herself. 

Linda Kellaway, who works in the office atTatworth 
Primary, is supporting the SADS (Sudden Arrhythmic 
Death Syndrome) "Big Shock"campaign to place defib¬ 
rillators in schools. She hoped sharing her personal 
story would help highlight the issue. 

Mrs Kellaway, who lives in Chard with her husband 
and three sons, said: "My youngest son Charlie, now 
aged nine, was diagnosed at birth with a rare heart con¬ 
dition called Congenially Corrected Transposition of 
the great arteries. In this condition, problems develop 
because of leaky heart valves, abnormal electrical con¬ 
duction in the heart, or the inability of the right ventri¬ 
cle to continue the hard work of pumping blood to the 
entire body and backward flowthrough the leaky valve. 

"It is the abnormal electrical conduction which causes 
his heart to be at risk of a condition called heart block. 

Thankfully he has no sign of this as yet, of which I am 
immensely grateful. 

"I am sharing Charlie's personal story as I have de¬ 
cided to start some fundraising to initially buy a defib¬ 
rillator for Charlie's school, Tatworth Primary, where I 
work, and then in the future to continue in the hope 
that I can raise enough to get them for other schools in 
the area, including his secondary school when he 
moves. 

"I will be involved in and also organising lots of events 
over the next few months so this is warning that I will 
be bugging people for donations and event atten¬ 
dance! 

"One defibrillator device is in the region of £2,000, 
maybe a little less. If his schools could have one, this 
would give me huge peace of mind, not just for Charlie, 
but for all the pupils, staff and visitors, as well as the 
local community. 

"SADS UK provide information to show that it's not 
just a child with a diagnosed medical condition that can 
benefit from the portable defibrillators, in the past, they

The centre relies solely charitable donations to sup¬ 
plement the reduced fees they offer for low-income 
families. Councillor Shortland is now lobbying for 
government action and, when she visited the centre 
recently to donate the money, she brought local MP 
and Minister of State for Schools, David Laws, along 
with her to see the set up for himself. 

Mr Laws was instantly taken with the ponies and 
said he appreciated the benefits of horses and dogs 
in childhood friendships, and the fact they were non- 
judgemental. He told staff and trustees what a beau¬ 
tiful place he thought it was and met a young deaf 
boy who has been a regular visitor, enjoying being

around the special horses. 

The MP said he had heard a lot about the work the 
charity was doing and was keen to come for a longer 
visit next month, when he hoped to meet the 
founder Lilias Ahmeira. 

Councillor Shortland and fellow county councillor 
Jenny Kenton, who has also donated £500 to the 
charity from her health and wellbeing fund, had pre¬ 
viously attended a VIP day at the yard and watched 
some of the children experiencing sensory therapy 
horseback and double riding, as well as joining in 
the play time. 

The councillors spoke to staff and some of the par¬ 
ents who explained how the holistic approach of Ms 
Ahmeira, which involved the whole family in the ses¬ 
sions, was improving their wellbeing as well as that 
of their children. 

The centre works with children and young adults 
on the autistic spectrum, suffering neurological dis¬ 
order or emotional issues due to bullying, bereave¬ 
ment, abuse and separation anxiety. Highly trained 
horses and ponies are used for sensory therapy, con¬ 
fidence building playtime and specialist riding. 

Recently, the charity also began offering Asdan 
educational courses, which rewards youngsters with 
learning difficulties with certification in equine care. 

The Chard WATCH group and students from 3Di- 
mensions school are among those involved. 

Councillor Shortland said: "The powers that be 
need to listen to what is going on here. They need 
to realise that this is a unique place and we have it 
right here in Somerset. 

"Local families are benefiting but others are trav¬ 
elling hundreds of miles to come here, because they 
are getting help they cannot find anywhere else. 
This is also good for local business, as families who 
travel are staying in local accommodation. 


"Special Horses should not be having to struggle 
to find the money to help these families, they should 
be getting financial support and that is why I was 
happy to give them what I could from my budget 
and also why I am lobbying in Westminster for 
something to be done." 

Councillor Shortland also brought with her Jason 
Baker, a member of the Chard Town Team who will 
be standing in the county elections in May. He said 
he had no idea something this important was on his 
doorstep and was keen to help. 


Chairman of the charity's trustees, Claire Hart, said 
they were extremely grateful to Councillor Shortland 
for her donation and for her efforts, along with Mr 
Laws, to highlight the important work carried out at 
the centre. 

The trustees are now looking forward to Mr Laws' 
return to the centre, which they hope will raise their 
profile.

Campaign continues to open 
right of way on Bumpy Lane 


ILMINSTER residents are continuing a campaign to 
open a right along a northern farm track known a 
Bumpy Lane. 

Residents of Winterhay Lane attended an Ilminster 
Town Council Open Space Committee meeting to see 
if councillors still backed their cause, following a re¬ 
port by the Somerset County Council. 

The county council wrote to town councillors in Jan¬ 
uary with a full report including photos and maps, one 
of which was from 1821. The officer’s recommenda¬ 
tion to the county’s Regulation Committee, which will 
meet on March 7th, was that Bumpy Lane should not 
be adopted and put on the definitive map. 

They will allow five supporters and five objectors to 
attend at the meeting next month. 

Ilminster town clerk read out a summary of the 
county council report, which gave its reasoning for not 
establishing the right of was as: “The criteria for 
deemed dedication Section 31 of the Highways Act 
1980 have not been fulfilled, sufficient evidence has 
not been found which shows that public rights subsist 
or that have reasonably alleged to subsist.”

Town councillors, many of whom said they had used 
the lane themselves, agreed by a majority vote that they 
would continue to support the claim of the residents at 
the Regulation Committee. 

Resident Scott Waldie, who was the spokesperson for 
the half dozen families who live at the other end of the 
lane, made the following statement following the coun¬ 
cil’s decision: “Farmers and residents living and work¬ 
ing on Northern Winterhay Lane are much distressed 
by the Ilminster Town Council’s cavalier reaction to the 
Somerset County Council officers report, recommend¬ 
ing no change in the private road status of Winterhay 
Lane. 

“We believe that had the town councillors read this 
excellent report a little more carefully they would have 
seen a clear need to revise their initial view of the situ¬ 
ation which as has already been advised to them, was 
based on inaccurate and inadequate information.” 

He added that this was a working farm lane which did 
not combine easily with a footpath. 


County making progress on new'smart office' 


PROGRESS is being made by Somerset County Council 
in plans for a new "smart office" programme, which offi¬ 
cials have claimed will save millions of pounds. 

The layout of three wings of B Block at County Hall, 
Taunton, have been changed to make more efficient use 
of the office space. This month saw senior managers and 
Cabinet Members move out of individual offices, into an 
open plan hot-desking arrangement along with other 
staff. 

Elsewhere, staff are sharing offices with West Somerset 
Council in Williton, generating a financial saving for the 
county council of about £11,000 per year. 

Most of the costs incurred so far have been investment 


in technology, with £113,749 spent on office furniture. 

Cabinet Member for Resources, David Huxtable, said: 
"We are working to reduce our number of administra¬ 
tive offices from 33 down to five, which is expected to 
deliver revenue savings of approximately £900,000 per 
year from 2015/16 onwards. 

"This is all about cutting back office costs so that we 
can focus budgets on the services that matter.To reduce 
spend on offices, we need to invest in furniture and 
technology solutions that allow our staff to work more 
flexibly and efficiently." 

The full programme requires a total investment of 
£12.5million over a period of five years.

Back in 1982, the first Golf GTD was revolutionary, 
being a compact hatchback with sporty tuning, the 
style of the Golf GTI and low diesel running costs. 
The new GTD, based on the seventh generation Golf, 
is the most powerful ever, and like the original it 
blends performance with fuel-efficiency to make it 
a great long-distance touring car. 

With a six-speed manual gearbox, the Golf GTD, 
powered by a 2.0-litre common rail turbodiesel pro¬ 
ducing 184 PS and 380 Nm of torque from 1,750 
rpm, consumes just one gallon of fuel every 67.3 
miles, making for C02 emissions of only 109 g/km. 
With the optional six-speed DSG, fuel consumption 
is 60.1 mpg (three-door: 119 g/km C02; five-door: 
122 g/km C02). Acceleration from zero to 62 mph 
takes just 7.5 seconds, while the top speed is 142 
mph. 

The Golf GTD comes with smoked LED rear lights 
with LED licence plate illumination, along with 
chrome dual tailpipes, 17-inch alloy wheels with 
225/45 tyres, side skirts, a rear diffuser, sports sus¬ 
pension and a large roof spoiler. 

Distinctive GTD features distinguish the interior: 
along with tartan sports seats, a black rooflining, 
sports steering wheel, stainless steel pedals, there is 
also a GTD-specific gear lever, trim strips and instru¬ 
ment cluster. Comfort is guaranteed thanks to fea¬ 


tures including progressive steering, white ambi¬ 
ence lighting,'Climatronic'climate control, front and 
rear parking sensors and a winter pack. 

The new Golf GTD is available in Germany at an 


entry-level price of 29,350 euros, and orders begin 
on 5 March. UK sales are expected to start in April, 
with deliveries in the summer. Pricing and specifi¬ 
cation is yet to be confirmed.

Tomorrow's Preview 

THE big cup game of the weekend 
sees Perry Street welcome Win¬ 
sham United with a place in the 
Challenge cup final at stake.

All three appear 
well placed to cut Winsham's lead 
at the top.
